Tips Given On 
Patriotic Plants 


In our lifetimes, we have 
never seen such an out 
pouring of quiet pride of 
country as is evidenced in 
plans for patriotic plantings 
for the bicentennial. You 
can expect to see great 
spreads of red, white and 
blue flowers in parks and 
school 
yards, 
at 
major 
street and highway inter 
sections, in service station 
and shopping center plant 
ers, ann especially in the 
front yards of American 
homes. 


Should you go to the ef 
fort and expense of creating 
your own patriotic plant 
ing? The National Garden 
Bureau, which has served 
as the educational wing of 
U SA garden seed growers 
since Victory Garden Days, 
has researched ways to 
create home garden color 
spectaculars at minimum 
expense. The quick, easy, 
and sure way to splash liv­ 
ing red, white and blue col 
ors in small flowerbeds is to 
prepare the soil and trans 
plant blooming seedlings. 
Blossom 
colors 
will 
be 
showing, so you can be sure 
of color combinations from 
the very beginning. 


Flow er seeds begin to be 
more economical than bed 
ding plants, how ever, when 
you are planning flower 
beds of ten square feet or 
more. These larger beds 
can accommodate most of 
the plains you can grow 
from three seed packets at 
a cost of $1 to $1.50. Sur 
plus plants can be swapped 
to neighbors for other red, 
white and blue \ ariettes 
or given as gifts to family 
or friends. However, if you 
want the instant color in 
large beds provided 
bv 
plants, you can usually save 
money by ordering plants 
in full* flats. 
Many of the tall, vigor 
ous summer flowers, such 
as giant zinnias Ired and 
white), marigolds (white or 
near white), celosia (red), 
and blue salvia 
(silvery 
blue) perform best from 
seeds planted where they 
are to grow and not trans 
planted. Certain of the late 
spring flowers, 
such 
as 
larkspur and bachelor but 
ton (red, white and bluet 
are notoriously difficult to 
transplant. Direct seeding 
of these flowers produces 
blooms nearly as quickly 
as started plants.

When America s leading seedsmen, meeting at Penn State 
University, Pennsylvania, were asked to name a “ Flower of 
the Year” based on popularity among home gardeners, the 
Giant Cactus-Flowered Zinnia won the title. 


Pattern plantings are most 
effective 
if 
you 
choose 
plants of the same height 
and display them tilted up 
on a slope or on a site w here 
you can look down on the 
bed. The most successful 
patterns are grown using 
three colors of the same 
kind of flower so that plant 
sizes and foliage textures 
harmonize. Painted bricks 
or field stones can be used 
to outline and emphasize 
patterns, especially when 
the flowers are young and 
have not yet filled in. Or, 
you can “draw lines" with 
one of the neat silver peren 
nials, such as santolina or 
artemesia and fill in with 
red, white and blue flow 
ers. ‘Dark Opal’ Basil, a 
purple-bronze foliage plant, 
can also be used to “draw 
lines."
